EL PASO, Tex., Sept. 25.—A Carranza 
Sergeant of the Elvalle, Chihuahuy, 
garrison was shot and killed Friday 
night by an American trooper of the 
Fifth Cavalry, who is being held pris- 
oner, according to a report brought to 
Columbus, N. M., from field headquar- 
ters. The Carranza commander at El- 
valle refused to surrender the prisoner

Frequent- 
ly, however, he was forced to bow in 
response to applause. A committee rep- 
resenting commercial organizations and 
the Grain Dealers’ Association inet him. 
As he stepped upon the platform at the 
theater the audience stood and clapped. 
By the time the President arrived at 
the theater it was filled with nearly 
000 persons. It was draped with the 
American and Maryland colors.

“The country cannot further depend 
on the diplomatic assurances of the 
central empires and must enter the war 
by national action.“

One of the foremost political figures 
in Greece said to the Associated Press 
today: 

“The King, instead of bargaining for 
Greece’s entry into the war is merely 
being sensible enough not to enter until 
in a position to be of real value to the 
entente allies. We have made our prop- 
osition to the entente Powers stating 
frankly what we require if we would 
not be more trouble than assistance.

The Federal grand jury today besan 
an investigation of affairs of the Bank- 
ers Trust Co., which collapsed two years 
ago and caused hundreds of stockhold- 
ers and more than 100 banks in Mis- 
souri, Ilinois and Arkansas to lose large 
amounts, 

Harry ‘C. Morrow, formerly a special 
vice president of the company, end 
Harry G. A@nbrose, an expert account- 
ant, appeared at the Federal Building 
in response, to grand jury subpenas. 

Morrow filed the complaint which is 
responsible for the inve He 
charges that he lost $100,000 through his 
investment in Bankers Trust stock, and 
that when he purchased the stock he 
was misled as to the condition of the 
company. Ambrose was employed by 
Morrow to audit the company’® books. 

Ambrose’s audit and Morrow's state- 
ment, together with the report of an 
investigation conducted by Postoffice 
Inspector M. G. Price, has been in the 
office of United States District Attor- 
ney Oliver for six months. Several days 
ago the District Attorney began a study 
of the evidence, and directed the issu- 
ance of the subpenas. 

What Evidence Is Said to Show. 

The evidence is said to disclose that 
officers of the company created a fic- 
titlous value for its stock by paying 
huge dividends with borrowed money, 
and that when they could borrow no 
more money.the company collapsed. 

Ambrose’s audit shows that in eight 
years the company paid out in divi- 
dends nearly $300,000 more than its total 
earnings in that time, and that of total 
assets of less than $6,000,000 it has 
pledged more than $6,000,000 for money 
borrowed. 

John E. Franklin, organizer of the 
company and its president for many 
years, retired from that office shortly 
before the collapse and turned over his 
personal holdings to a committee of 
creditors, which for two years has been 
attempting to liquidate his affairs for 
the benefit of the creditors.

3 RESCUED AFTER 
T3 HOURS IN MOUNTAINS 


Wanderings Without Food in 
‘New. Hampshire Wilds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DIXVILLE NOTCH, N. H., Sept. 25.— 


Saved from death in the great North 


woods, after being 73 hours without food, 
Joseph A. Dennison, former Assistant 
District Attorney at Boston, and his 
wife last night were restored to their 
friends, @xhausted by privations and 
hunger. 
Nearly four days after their disap- 
pearance in the woods from the Balsams 
Hotel here, they were found by two men 
in an abandoned hut, at a clearing 
known as Swift Diamond Farm, 10 miles 
in an airline from where they had gone 
into the forest for an afternoon stroll. 
Several hundred friends came from Bos- 
ton to aid in the search, among them 
Mayor Curley. 
The wild character of the country they 
crossed after becoming lost in the woods 
may be judged from the fact that a 
roundabout journey of 82 miles was 
necessary to bring them back to the 
hotel. Mr. and Mrs. Dennison spent two 
nights in the woods, walking almost 
constantly to keep warm, before reach- 
ing the abandoned house. 

Crossed Watershed. 
They passed over the high, deeply for- 
ested ridge which separates the water- 
shed of the Connecticut River from that 
of the Androscoggin, and found the shel- 
tering roof that saved them beside a 
stream that helps swell the latter river. 
The country through which they passed 
is the roughest in this extremely rough 
section of Northern New England. 
The Dennisons were found by Ear 
Gould, 23 years old, a painter, and Scott 


Copp, 26, an engineer, both of Cole- 
brook, and both are experienced woods- 
men. 


Mr. and Mrs. Dennison told the story 
of their Wanderings to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. 


On leaving the hotel Wednesday, they 
said, it was their purpose to follow 
what is known as the cave trail in the 
woods and return before dusk. The7 
had strolled for some time along the 
trail before they noticed that the blaz- 
ing on the trees was becoming indis- 
tinct and difficult to follow. They sup- 
posed that by keeping on they would 
pick up the markings and insure their 
return to the hotel before nightfall. 
They continued to walk until dusk, 
when they had reached an old and 
‘bush-grown road. This they followed 
until dark. They believed that if 
guides from the hotel did not find them 
they could make their way back to the 
notch in the morning. 


As a precaution against the chill of 
the night they walked back and fortn 
in the old road. When-day came they 
resumed their route along the old road. 
The road now ran beside a stream, 
which seemed an additional index to 
safety. By proceeding down stream 
they hoped to come to a junction with 
a larger stream, where help might be 
had. They walked all day Thursday 
from dawn to dark. Their progress was 
slow, for the way was rough. They 
were hungry and their feet were blis- 
tered. Mrs. Dennison wore low kid 
shoes. 

The second night was passed as was 
the first, and at dawn on Friday the 
Weary march down the old log road 
Was resumed. They now realized that 
they faced a fight for life. Mre. Den- 
nisonis strength was rapidly waning. 
Although a smoker, Mr. Dennison had 
no matches with him and, thereforo. 
a fire. Thursday the 
weather was ild, but Friday there 
were showers, which drenched and 
chilled the couple. 

Abandoned House Found. 

At last, on Friday, 48 hours after 
they had left the hotel, and at a time 
when their energies seemed nearly 
spent, they came upon a clearing 
which stood an abandoned house, built 
of rough boarding. 

They found bedding and matches, but 
in the house. They made a 
fire and were fairly comfortable until 


Dennison intended to leave his 
wife and try alone to reach aid and 
they were waiting for clearing weather 
when Gould and Copp came.

Could there have been a more sane and 
‘equitable method of meeting the emergency? Can

Mr. Wilson briefly, but comprehensively, dis- 
cussed the other problems which are yet to be 
dealt with—the relations of labor and capital 
and the protection of the public from disester 
by industrial war which affects the distribution 
of necessary supplies.

America's First 
Newspaper 


niversary of the date of the flrst 
newspaper published in America. 
This pioneer gazette of a continent 
which now supports nearly 30,000 pub- 
lications was the project of Benjamin 
Harris of Boston, whose address was 
given as the London Coffee House, and 
it was printed by Richard Pierce. The 
journal consisted of four pages, but oniy 
three of these were printed, one paze 
being left blank so that personal mes- 
sages might be written thereon. Each 
page was about 7xll inches in size. 
Benjamin Harris, the editor, referred 
to governmental and military matters 
in a way displeasing to the Boston au- 
thorities, who would seem ta have been 
very thin of skin, and*his journal was 
suppressed within 24 hours of the ap- 
pearance of the first—and last—number. 
It was charged that Harris had printed 
“reflections of a very high nature,“ and 
he was forbidden to put “anything in 
print without licenge first obtained from 
those appointed by the Government to 
grant the same.” f 
After the suppresson of the Harris 
venture nearly 14 years passed before 
another attempt was made to establish 
a newspaper on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. John Campbell, ‘the Postmaster of 
Boston, was the editor and proprietor 
of this sheet, which was called the Bos- 
ton News-Letter, Campbell’s paper was 
“printed by authority,” and it existed 
The first big “scoop” in 
American journalism was pulled off’ 
by the News-Letter in June, 1704, when 
a reporter was sent to write a story“ 
covering the execution of six pirates on 
Charles River. This pioneer reporter

The feature of the article, however, was 
the prayer uttered by a minister on the 
scaffold, which was reproduced “as hear 
as could be taken in writing in the great 
crowd.”’
